believe inthe Light, in would lead youtodo thoſe things which 
God doth require of you, and ſo to do the good that is ſpoken 
of inthe Scriptures, and to leave the evilundone which is ſpoken 
againſt inthe' Scriptures; but you hating the Light,, and loving 
the Darkneſs, youdo the evil that is ſpoken againſt in the Scrip- 
tures, but you leave the good undone, and fo you are not like 
Gods Children, but the Children of the wicked One, whoſe 
work you are in ; and ſo you are tripped of all your Coverings, 
and you Rand judged and condemned by theLord God, and you 
have no Cloak for your Sins. . q 

But now I ſay. unto: you all, .in the Fear of-the Lord God, 
thereis Mercy with the Lord God, that you may yet come to 
Fear him, if you will come unto his Light in all your Conſci- 
ences, which lets you ſee how wickedly, and vainly you have, and 
ſill do ſpend your time 5 I fay, if you will believe in the Lighr 
which condemns you for your Sins, and follow-it, it will lead 
you out of your Sins which it-condemns you for; and though ic 
is a condemning Light to you while you diſobeyir, and do the 
evil that it Jers you ſee you ſhould not do; yet when you obey 
it, it will keep you from doing any evil; and then you will find 
1t to be a Saving. Light ; and'when it hath Redeemed you out of

_ theevil which it condetains you for,chen'it will not condemn you, 


but it will juſtifie you, and fpeak comfortably unto you :\.Bur 
I fay unto you all, do tet.delay, but come unto the Light, and 
wait in it to receive power from God againſt the Devil, and all 
his wicked works which he hath wroughtin you ; and when the 
Judgements of God doth. ariſe. in. your hearts for your Sins 
which you have:committed, then donot, flee from that which

Natural Learning, as our Engliſh Prieſts and DoRors are;. and 
ourscan no more know Chriſt, and the holy Scriptures by their 
Greek, Hebrew, and Latine, and Earthly Wiſdom, then Plate 
ard the Jews could: but Petey, and Joby, and the reſt of the 
Fiſhermen, they were low mean men, as tothe outward, they 
did not diſpiſe Chriſt becauſe of his low Appearance oucwardly,
